Cull to-morrow will publish a letter from 
the Presidents of the Six Chinese Compa- 
nies to Collector of Internal .Revenue John 
O. Qninn, sent in response to an inquiry 
by tbe Collector, as to whether or not it 
was true tbat the Six Companies had ad- 
vised Chinese laborers not to comply 
with th. provisions contained in the 
Chinese registration law passed at the las 
session of Congress. The Presidents ol 
the Six Companies say to tbe Collector tha 
they have issued a circular advising the 
Chinese laborers that the law is nnoonsti 
tutional and cannot be enforced and that 
they bar i suggested to the laborer, thai 
they do not ueed to comply with the law 
The Presidents .ay their circular was based 
upon tbe advice, of their attorneys and they 
declare tbat the registration law ia uncon- 
stitutional and in violation of the treat; 
rights. 


Ip support of their elaim a. to the an- 


constitutionality of the registration ad 
they declare, among other things, thai 
Chinese residents have tbe same rights anc 
privileges as any eancasion laoe. Tbat no 
law can be passed applying to one class 
and not to another; that Congress has no 
right of inflicting a penalty of departation 
lu regard to the registration act being con- 
trary to the same rights and privileges as 
are enjoyed by tbe citizens of tbe mosi 
favored nation. It declares Congress his 
not abrogated or nullified the treaty with 
Cbiua and therefore the treaty as well as 
the constitution and laws must :>e regarded 
as the supreme law of tbe land. 


Th* Grand Army B«Bnion. 


WASHINGTON, September 20 —Tbe fea- 


ture in to day's proceeding of the Qranc 
Army reunion was the parade of the veter- 
ans 
Eirly this morning th" weather was 


mild and hazy, but later the sun oame out, 
shedding its genial warmth. Tbe oky soon 
clouded over again and a cold wind made 
it uncomfortable in exposed places. H 
past nine waa tbe hour set for etnrting tbe 
pniade and long before that time crowds 
bad lined up agitinst wire cables stretched 
along the sides of Broad street and Penn 
Hjlvania Avenue from the capitol building. 
Various veteran posts formed at their head- 
quarters and marched to the positions as- 
signed them on the diagonal stretch on tbe 
side of Pennsylvania Avenue, beginning at 
tbe west front of the capitol. 


Department after department, post after 


post, hearty men and men on crutches, 
bands, drum corps, bright, fresh clothe, 
stniotd and ragged battle flags, cheer., 
clapping hands, waving handkerchiefs, 
outflowing eyes would moist, twitching lip* 
refused to be stilt and caused the growth of 
that spirit which would impel the meanest 
mortal to defend the stars and stripes from 
assaults of any or all nations on the face of 
the earth. This was the greatest day in 
tbe history of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. At 6i05 the last veteran had passed 
by. There were more men in line than at 
any other Grand Army parade. An es- 
timate close to 60,000 men would not be 
far from the mark.

The lady who may be seen riding 


•stride R horse in Washington street has 
such a penchant for horseback riding 
that nothing jshort of an average of 
twenty .mile* a day wifl satisfy ncr. 
She comes from the west, and, owning 
four western horses who are not accus- 
tomed to the style of horseback riding 
most eastern ladies adopt, she has to use 
the style of -western ladies or have her 
horses eat their heads off in their stalls. 


Her name is Miss Nettie Litteli, and 


just now she is living in Boxbnry. This 
is not the first time she has visited Bos- 
ton, for she bas ridden all over the east- 
ern as well as the western states. She 
,is likely to become quite a familiar sight 
on the country roads, because she is pas- 
sionately fond of horseback riding. She 
ia an apostle of the divided, skirt on 
horseback, and nothing could induce 
her to ever ride any other way. She has 
seen too many accidents caused by the 
"mock modest" riding habit, as she 
calls it, to ever wear one. She says rid- 
ing on a side saddle gives a horse the 
saddle gall and then a "setfast," some- 
thing -which aff ects the horse's back like 
frightful corns or bunions on a man's 
feet. Women get curvature of the spine 
by ifc, too, and a ten mile ride will use 
them up so that they cannot ride again 
for a week. 
• Miss Litteli, on the contrary, rides 
from 19 to 100, miles every day of her 
life, and is so confident of her ability as 
a rider that she is willing to challenge 
any man but orie in the country, or-'«uiy 
two women, to ride horseback across the 
continent, 8,530 miles, for any reason- 
able purse. One of the women can ride 
half way and the other the rest, Miss 
Litteli can saddle, and ride all but the 
most vicious horses, She rode in Man» 
cheater, M". H., in November, 1890, the 
vicious running horse Billy H, which 
had just thrown his jockey owner, BiUy 
Harrington, three times, the latter there- 
by losing the race. In this same run- 
ning meeting she won first prize in one 
race for women, in another such race 
being passed only because the horse in 
front of her threw his rider, who had a 
side saddle, dragging the woman for 
half a mile on her back and nearly kill- 
ing her. 


Concerning the relative modesty of 


the two dresses Mjss Litteli says: 


"No lady can go riding on a side saddle 


withput snowing every line of her fig- 
ure, whether it is good or bad, while my 
heavily kilted divided skirts hide e.very 
part of mine. All the ladies in Colorado 
ride like this. You could not tell if you 
saw me walking in my riding dress on 
the street thab I bod not an ordinary 
skirt on, so heavy is it. It is a matter 
of health too. I have scores of letters 
from doctors commending my good sense 
and judgment. 


"About my horses. I have four now, 


a mustang which I bought because he 
was being ill used, but do not nde, and 
three others whic^j I do ride — Creole 
Kitty, Buckskin and Black Jim. I ride 
Buckskin mostly. He is very ugly. I 
defy any man to go into the stall with 
him and come out unhurt. Buckskin 
kicks at every one but me when in his 
stall. I cannot ride Black Jim around 
here, because I often stop and children 
touch my horse. Black Jim kicks at 
any one who touches him. I will give 
Black Jim to any one who is not a 
western person who can take and saddle 
and ride hiifc, I can do it. Creole Kitty 
is very kind and gentle, 


"I use a western saddle, and ride in 


the sensible western style, not jumping 
up and down like a monkey with the 
horse because 'it's English.' I can lay a 
silver dollar on a saddle, sit on it and 
start at a walk, go into a trot and then 
into a lope, or gallop, as you call it, and 
not drop the dollar. That shows how 
closely I sit on my horse. It is by far 
the easiest way to ride, 


"My dress is as follows: A velvet cap 


or broad brim felt hat, with black os- 
trich featherj a black jacket, cutaway, 
with braid a la militaire; a waist of 
white flannel and tie to match, a heavy 
double kilted, bifurcated skirt, walking 
length, knickerbockers and high top 
boots. Nothing is ever revealed by this 
eostume, no matter how fast I ride or 
how strong the wind is blowing." — Bos- 
ton News.

For a century or more naturabata hare 


known a great deal concerning the 
marine organisms which dwell in the 
shallow water next the shore. They 
long ago learned the arnaraiig richness 
of these littoral forms. The census of 
species amounts now to more than 100,000 
distinct forms; it is, however, of late 
that they have ascertained that the deep- 
er parta of the ocean floors have also an 
abundant and varied peopling. The 
greater part of these shore dwellers are 
exceedingly intolerant of the enormous 
pressure of the deeper waters, as well aa 
of the low temperature and total dark- 
ness which exists there. 
Certain forms have, however, acquired 


the ability to withstand these peculiar 
conditions, as generation by generation 
through the geologic ages they have 
crept away from the realms of fierce 
combat next the shores to the less con- 
tested fields of the open and deeper 
seas. Through all the geologic ages 
this selection of especially prepared 
groups for the singular stations or hab- 
its of the ocean depths has been going 
on, with the result that those dark and 
pressure burdened regions are now ten- 
anted by eminently peculiar animals, 
by species which ever surprise the Btu- 
dent who is accustomed alone to the 
forms which dwell near the shore. 


One of the most striking features con- 


nected with the animals of the deep 
seas is the frequency with which we 
find their Living specimens which remind 
us of kinds which in former geologic 
periods dwelt in the coastal districts of 
the oceans. It seems that many of these 
ancient creatures, when they could no 
longer hold their own against the more 
highly organized and developed animals 
which inhabited the favored stations 
next the shores, shrunk away into the 
deep water, and in that undesired part 
of the world found an asylum, where, 
amid the changeless environment, they 
have dwelt for ages unaltered. Thus 
the vast profounds of the deep have be- 
come a sort of alrnshouse, whereunto 
antiquated forms have retired before 
the overwhelming pressure which the 
newer and higher life ever imposes on 
its ancestors. 
From the results of the relatively tri- 


fling explorations which have yet been 
made, there seems good reason to hope 
that in time we may win from the deep 
the nearest living representations of 
many creatures which once occupied a 
large place in the seas, but now have 
abandoned the fields of more active 
com- 


bat, which are usually the seat of the 
greatest advance. 
In the prof ounder seas the invertebrate 


life appears to have a larger share than 
is secured by the vertebrate or back- 
boned animals; yet there are a number 
of fishes known in these depths, and it 
seems likely that these tenants of the 
deep may be numbered by thousands ol 
species. Among the finned tenants oi 
the prof ounder parts of the ocean we 
find the most startling departures from 
the types with which we are familiar in 
coastal waters. In general shape they 
differ little from their kindred which 
dwell in the sunlit shallows. 


The differences are largely in the 


mechanism of ths senses, especially of 
the eyes. These organs undergo sur- 
prising variations with reference to the 
enduring of the darkness of these deeps. 
In certain of the species the sight not 
only fails, but the visual apparatus en- 
tirely disappears; in others the eyeball 
becomes very much enlarged and the 
nervous apparatus incrassated, and are 
evidently arranged to catch mere glimp- 
ses of the light. As it is certain that no 
trace of sunlight can ever penetrate 
through the deep which overlies the 
realm where these animals dwell, the 
adaptation of these eyes to the needs of 
different vision at first appeared to be a 
very inexplicable matter. 


Borne recent discoveries provide us 


with what seems to be an adequate ex- 
planation of the enigma. It has been 
found that certain of the denizens of 
the deep sea floors have phosphorescent 
parts of their bodies which serve to 
gi7e light in a manner in which it is 
yielded by the familiar fireflies and 
glowworms. 
The end secured by these light giving 
parts is probably the attraction of the 
scxnai mates of the creatures. In the 
ntter darkness of the ocean this indis- 
pensable end could be attained in no 
other way.—Professor N. S. Bhaler ir 
Scribner's.

ra*> Rattle*na£e'e Battle*. 


It i* Mi error to suppose that rattles 


are shed each year as are the horns of 
the d*», or that a new rattle is added 
each time the skin is ehed. A friend of 
mine owned a massasauga over one year, 
and while the skin was exfoliated the 
rattles remained intact and without ad- 
ditions. Men who owned rattlesnake* of 
the diamond species in Florida informed 
me that an adult might add one or two 
rattles—that is, sections to the rattle- 
in a year, or again not any, and that the 
changing of the skin exfoliation had 
nothing to do with the new formation. 
All agreed that the older rattlers of the 
south were provided, as a rale, with a 
longer rattle than the young ones. Said 
one man, pointing to six specimens of 
the diamond rattlesnake (Crotalus ada- 
manteus) about sixteen inches long and 
possessed of a single rattle and button, 
as the terminal and growing portion is 
called: 


"Those little rattlers were born in this 


house, and v:hen they were a few weeks 
old 1 mounted them as you see them."—
